“We stand in danger today of losing the soul of America 
to the seductions of material gain andmoral apathy, to a 
new code of conduct which reviles the basic truths and 
mocks the fundamental beliefs on which this nation and 
much of religion were founded. Public officials have a 
special responsibility to set a good example for others to 
follow, in both their private and public conduct... Per­ 
sonal integrity is not too much to ask of public servants. 
We should accept nothing less.”

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Pope Denounces Mafia

WASHINGTON - Inside the 
Mafia, the crime lords make a 
show of observing Raman Catho­ 
lic rituals. But one of their most 
implacable foes is Pope Paul VI, 
who has called upon a U.S. con­ 
gressional delegation to crack 
down on the Mafia with “severe 
legal measures.” 
The congressm en, led by 
House N arcotics C hairm an 
Lcsto- 'Yc!ff* iP N Y.), were 
granted an audience last month 
with the pontiff in his private 
Vatican quarters. 
D e c la r e d 
P o p e 
P a u l 
emphatically: “There emerges 
more clearly than ever the need 
for severe legal measures to be 
taken against those who traffic 
systematically in drugs for the 
sake of profit." 
The pontiff, his frail voice 
growing more animated as he 
spoke, denounced the dope 
dealers. “The time has come,” he 
declared, “to unite all the powers 
at our disposal in order to put an 
end to this scourge that is such a 
real danger for ... humanity." 
After the audience, the pope 
visited privately with Rep. Wolff. 
They exchanged views with all 
the zeal of a couple of narcotics 
experts planning a worldwide 
crackdown. 
According to a transcript of 
the conversation, Wolff said: 


“Your Holiness, we have found 
that one method of stopping the 
drug traffic is to reduce the 
amount of drugs that are pro­ 
duced at their source by the in­ 
dividual country.” 
“Do you have a contact here in 
Italy?” asked the pontiff. 
“Yes,” said Wolff. “We have 
been meeting with your drug en­ 
forcement people, with all the 
various agencies of your police.” 
The pope said he would like to 
be kept informed of Wolffs work 
“hi order to be able to coordinate 
forevermore the activities you 
have begun.” 
The pope added that “ec­ 
clesiastical efforts in various 
countries” are being made to 
fight drugs, but “these are not 
sufficiently well coordinated.” 
Footnote: Peter Bensinger, the 
US. drug enforcement chief, ac­ 
companied the congressmen 
during their call upon Pope 
Paul. Bensinger was so im­ 
pressed that he sent a personal 
cable to his 131 offices around 
the world reporting what the 
pope had said. “ All DEA 
employees should be greatly en­ 
couraged,” cabled Bensinger, 
“by the strong statement made 
by the Holy Father, condemning 
drug abuse in the world, and the 
offering of his personal assis­ 
tance." 


Backstage Brouhaha: Few 
events produce as much ex­ 
hilaration as a full-fledged 
W ashington feud. Such a 
brouhaha has erupted between a 
powerful congressman and a 
high commissioner. 
It began with the appearance 
of Reclamation Commissioner 
Gil Stamm on Capitol Hill re­ 
cently to testify about the Teton 
Dam disaster, which killed 11 
people and washed away about 
$1 billion worth of Idaho real 
estate. 
A disgruntled Stamm was 
haded before the House Conser­ 
vation subcommittee, which is 
headed by Rep. Leo Ryan (D.- 
Calif.). As he entered the hearing 
room, Stamm was greeted by 
some fellow bureaucrats, who 
asked how he was bearing under 
the pressure of a congressional 
inquiry. 
“Well, I will tell you one thing,” 
he reportedly snorted, loud 
enough to be heard around the 
room, “I’m not losing any sleep 
at night!" 
The remark annoyed Ryan, 
who included it in the subcom­ 
mittee’s report. When Stamm 
read the report, he hit the ceil­ 
ing. Angrily, he fired off a pri­ 
vate letter to the congressman. 
“I was disturbed,” complained

WASHINGTON - “Scandal- 
mania,” this town’s greatest 
growth industry, has bottomed 
out now that the coogreaucnal 
solons are out of the salons and 
saloons and are back home 
behaving 
themselves 
where 
their votes are. So the capital is 
full of jokers and Carter jokes. 
But insiders, realizing we’re in 
the hypnotic calm before some

The House of Tomorrow that 
Keck built more than four dec­ 
ades ago, since moved to Be­ 
verly Shores, Ind., where it has 
been 
extensively remodeled, 
looks as if it could have been 


features central air-condi­ 
tioning and an all-electric kitch­ 
en.

With few exceptions, large 
construction 
companies also 
find 
home construction not 
profitable enough, leaving the 
field to builders who, for the 
most part, have backgrounds in 
carpentry, Keck saij. 
“They make homes the same 
way they always have” and 
aren’t aware of new develop­ 
ments in metals, glass, plastics 
and mechanical systems that 
could improve quality and cut 
costs, he said. 
The large manufacturers of 
building supplies are interested 
in new products only when 
sales by smaller firms reach a 
level high enough to become 
threatening, Keck said. 


Government officials who es­ 
tablish zoning and building 
codes also are resistant to 
change, said Keck, adding that 
a local building inspector once 
halted construction on a house 
he had designed because it had 
no gutters or downspouts. 
“I designed the roof so that it 
didn’t need them," Keck said. 
“Gutters and downspouts are 
relics of the days when you 
kept a rain barrel to collect 
soft water. But this inspector 
insisted that we had to have 
gutters because ‘all houses 
have them.’” 
Keck 
said 
financial 
in­ 
stitutions often are reluctant to 
loan money for the construction 
of innovative homes, which fur­ 
ther discourages builders from 
building them and buyers from 
seeking them. 
So what alternative is there 
for a young family unable to af­ 
ford a home and unwilling to 
live in an apartment or con­ 
dominium?

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Peso devaluation disrupts lives 


Associated Press Writer 
The Mexican peso deval­ 
uation that sent American bor­ 
der towns into a severe busi­ 
ness slump has continued into 
the Christmas selling season, 
and things are little better on 
the other side of the line. 
Interviews this past week 
with business and civic leaders, 
workers, bankers and store 
owners along the 2,500-mile bor­ 
der from Tijuana to Texas 
created a picture of jobs lost, 
store shuttered and losses into 
the tens of millions of dollars. 
With the peeo worth less, the 
lifeblood 
tide 
of Mexicans 
streaming through border sta­ 
tions to buy consumer and lux­ 
ury goods on the American side 
has slowed to a trickle, and 
there are no signs of improve­ 
ment. 
"Nobody’s made any money 
here since Sept. 1,” said Lee 
Rodriguez, who owns a coffee 
shop in the border town of No­ 
gales, Ariz. 
Three hundred miles west, 
across the line from Mexicali in 
the tiny California town of 
Calexico, four downtown stores 
are vacant. "In 30 or 40 years, 
we have never had a vacant 
store,” said George Wood, pres­ 
ident of the Calexico Chamber 
of Commerce. 
And the devaluation, made in 
an effort to stem Mexico’s rag­ 


ing inflation and strengthen the 
country’s economy, has not pro­ 
diced a bonanza south of the 
border despite the sudden bar­ 
gains available there for people 
with American currency. 
In Tijuana, Mexican business­ 
men estimated they have lost 
$5 million in American business 
since September. 
“ With the devaluation, we ex­ 
pected a dramatic increase of 
American visitors,” said Jorge 
Alcarez, president of the Ti­ 
juana Convention and Visitor’s 
Committee. "Instead the re­ 
verse is happening. Americans 
are not sure of conditions here. 
They don’t know if their dollar 
is worth more or less. There 
have been rumors of a possible 
revolution in Mexico. So they 
are staying away.” 
The Mexican government an­ 
nounced in late August that it 
was ending the 22-year-old ex­ 
change rate of 12.5 pesos to the 
dollar. The devaluation, amid 
rumors of military coups and 
peasant uprisings, was followed 
by further dilutions of the 
peso’s value. 
Mexico's centra] bank at­ 
tempted to hold the peso at five 
cents but cut the rate to four 
cents Oct. 27. Then the bank 
cut the peso loose to seek its 
own level. The exchange rate 
fell to 3.5 cents in late Novem­ 
ber, but bankers said it since 


had risen to about five cents. 
The increase, however, has 
been scant comfort to Ameri­ 
can shopkeepers who have seen 
their volume cut by a third or 
more. 
In Nogales, the devaluation 
dealt a death blow to three 
businesses and 400 jobs. E l Gi- 
gante, a furniture store, was 
shuttered after owner Oscar 
Stevens saw his business drop 
90 per cent. 
“ Everybody was saying, ‘be 
optimistic,” ’ said Stevens, who 
had weathered other slumps in 
the 12 years he operated E l Gi- 
gante. " I saw empty streets 
and I couldn’t feel it in my 
heart. I told my wife we were 
going to have to start from 
scratch.” 
Stevens 
headed 
65 
miles 
north to set up shop in Tucson 
but the situation was not much 
brighter. 
Mexican 
students, 
their U.S. educations suddenly 
costing them 30 per cent to 40 
per cent more, were dropping 
out of Pina College and the 
University of Arizona. 
Tucson 
department 
stores 
that had served Mexican cus­ 
tomers for decades saw them 
no more. Merchants there put a 
$30 million figure on their lost 
business. 
There 
were some 
pluses. 
American manufacturers with 
twin plant operations in border 


cities reported savings on pay­ 
rolls for Mexican workers be­ 
cause of the devaluation. Twin 
plant operations involve parts 
manufacturing operations north 
of the border which produce 
items for assembly by cheap 
Mexican labor — now even 
cheaper — south of the border. 
Robert Carrier, head of the 
Twin Plants Manufacturers’ As­ 
sociation in Nogales, said 75 
such firms had realized payroll 
savings of 15 to 20 per cent. 
Bankers and economists on 
both sides of the border said 
that the devaluation, which 
makes Mexican goods cheaper 
in the world market and dis­ 
courages more expensive im­ 
ports, 
will benefit Mexico’s 
economy over the long run. 
The pace of currency trading 
in Mexico has calmed after im­ 
position of new rules designa­ 
ting major banking chains as 
currency brokers and restric­ 
ting the movement of pesos out 
of the country. 
Nonetheless customs officials 
on the California border report­ 
ed a continuing flight of capital 
from the south. 
“ Wealthy Mexicans are driv­ 
ing across the line in their cars 
carrying huge amounts of mon­ 
ey for deposit in American 
banks or to be used in Ameri­ 
can investments,” said a cus­ 
toms official in San Ysidro.

Residents are concerned over economy 
of Blytheville if air base closes 


BLY T H EV ILLE, Ark. - Most 
residents in this town of 26,000 
don’t 
really 
believe 
that 
Blytheville Air Force Base will 
be dosed. 
Bid the belief has been shaken 
by 
recent 
hearings 
and 
speculation about what would 
happen to the area economy if 
the base did dose, already has 
been damaging. 
The concern began quietly in 
March when the Air Force 
announced plans to close one of 
only 
four 
single-mission 
Strategic Air Command (SAC) 
bases in the United States, and 
sharply reduce personnel at 
another. 
The Air Force wants to close 
Kinchdoe Air Force Base in 
Michigan and reduce by 83 per 
cent the personnel at Loring Air 
Force Base in Maine. 
It came as no surprise that 
closing the other single-million 
SAC 
bases—Wurtsmith 
in 
Michigan and BiytheviJJe—were 
listed as alternatives. 
For awhile, residents here 
dismissed the “ threat” to the 
Blytheville installation—with its 
$32 
m illion 
annual 
payroll—without alarm. 
But the public attitude has 
changed since an Air Force- 
sponsored public hearing here in 
October to discuss the base’s 
alternative status. Businessmen 
say the resulting speculation has 
dam aged 
B ly th e v ille ’s 
economy. 
“ It’s kind of strange in a way. 
People aren’t what you would 
call afraid of it closing. Nobody I 
know thinks it will. They’re 
cautious, and that’s been bad for 
some 
people,” 
said 
one 
businessman. 
The real estate and in­ 
vestment business has been the 
most severely affected by the 
speculation, which seemed to 
increase 
following 
studies 
businessmen endorsed to show 
the dramatic impact losing the 
Air Force base would have on 
the surrounding area. 
“ Hou's ing is slow. They’re not 
moving like they should and it’s 
all because of the base talk,” 
said a Blytheville real estate 
agent. “ But there’s not a thing 
you can do about it except wait 
for it to blow over, and then 
things will get back to normal.” 
The Air Force, which so far 
has adhered strictly to the 
timetable it announced in March 
for deciding the base issue, has 


said it will make a final decision 
by the end of February. 
So far as proponents of the 
base at Blytheville are con­ 
cerned—and 
that 
includes 
almost everyone here—nothing 
has happened to adversely af­ 
fect the base since the Air Force 
began preparing its draft en­ 
vironmental impact statements 
and holding hearings at each of 
the installations. 
“ People simply want to be 
reassured. A lot of it is timing. I 
think its natural that there be 
concern here, but I would hate to 
be pulling for Kincheloe or 
Loring,” said Lee Jones, who 
coordinated 
the 
hearing 
at 
Blytheville. 
Jones, who has worked closely 
with the Chamber of Commerce 
and other groups on behalf of the 
base, also attended the hearings 
in Michigan and Maine. 
"Nothing that I would call 
significant came out of those 
hearings. I saw people like those 
here, who want to save their 
local economies, and you can’t 
fault anyone for that. 
" I do feel there’s not much 
danger at all in Blytheville 
losing the air base here. You 
have to remember it is not 
directly targeted to close. Tht 
Air Force prefers, obviously, the 
others, and nothing has hap­ 
pened to indicate there will be 
any change,” Jones said. 
Closing the base at Blytheville

Blytheville would suffer a 
direct 25 per cent population loss 
because the base is within the 
city’s corporate limits, not to 
mention the spinoff effect it’s 
closing would create. 
Unemployment would exceed 
25 per cent. 
A plunge in real estate value 
that experts say would take 
years to recover; and estimated 


39 per cent of the housing in 
Blytheville 
and 
neighboring 
Gosnell—located 
beside

base—would be vacant, with the 
likelihood of many foreclosures 
and repossessions. 
A 50 per cent drop in retail 
sales. Blytheville’s auto dealers 
estimate they would lose $13 
million annually, for example. 
Gosnell public schools, where 
most

classes, would stand to lose 1,000 
of its 1,600 pupils. 
The town of Gosnell, which 
has a population of 2,100 would 
be largely abandoned, city of­ 
ficials fear. 
Despite all that, few believe 
Blytheville is in any danger, at 
least for the time being. 
"A lot of this has been rumors, 
and there have been some 
politicians, though I won’t say 
all, who haven’t helped.

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Peso devaluation disrupts lives 


Associated Press Writer 
The 
Mexican 
peso 
deval­ 
uation that sent American bor­ 
der towns into a severe busi­ 
ness slump has continued into 
the Christmas selling season, 
and things are little better on 
the other side of the line. 
Interviews this past week 
with business and civic leaders, 
workers, 
bankers and store 
owners along the 2,500-mile bor­ 
der from Tijuana to Texas 
created a picture of jobs lost, 
store shuttered and losses into 
the tens of millions of dollars. 
With the peeo worth less, the 
lifeblood 
tide 
of 
Mexicans 
streaming through border sta­ 
tions to buy consumer and lux­ 
ury goods on the American side 
has slowed to a trickle, and 
there are no signs of improve­ 
ment. 
“ Nobody’s made any money 
here since Sept. 1,” said Lee 
Rodriguez, who owns a coffee 
shop in the border town of No­ 
gales. Ariz. 
Three hundred miles west, 
across the line from Mexicali in 
the tiny California 
town of 
Calexico, four downtown stores 
are vacant. “ In 30 or 40 years, 
we have never had a vacant 
store,” said George Wood, pres­ 
ident of the Calexico Chamber 
of Commerce. 
And the devaluation, made in 
an effort to stem Mexico’s rag­ 


ing inflation and strengthen the 
country’s economy, has not pro­ 
duced a bonanza south of the 
border despite the sudden bar­ 
gains available there for people 
with American currency. 
In Tijuana, Mexican business­ 
men estimated they have lost 
$5 million in American business 
since September. 
“With the devaluation, we ex­ 
pected a dramatic increase of 
American visitors,” said Jorge 
Alcarez, president of the Ti­ 
juana Convention and Visitor’s 
Committee. “ Instead the re­ 
verse is happening. Americans 
are not sure of conditions here 
They don’t know if their dollar 
is worth more or less There 
have been rumors of a possible 
revolution in Mexico So they 
are staying away.” 
The Mexican government an­ 
nounced in late August that it 
was ending the 22-year-old ex­ 
change rate of 12.5 pesos to the 
dollar. The devaluation, amid 
rumors of military coups and 
peasant uprisings, was followed 
by 
further dilutions of 
the 
peso’s value. 
Mexico’s central bank at­ 
tempted to hold the peso at five 
cents but cut the rate to four 
cents Oct. 27. Then the bank 
cut the peso loose to seek its 
own level. The exchange rate 
fell to 3.5 cents in late Novem­ 
ber, but bankers said it since 


had risen to about five cents 
The increase, however, has 
been scant comfort to Ameri­ 
can shopkeepers who have seen 
their volume cut by a third or 
more. 
In Nogales, the devaluation 
dealt a death blow to three 
businesses and 400 jobs. El Gi- 
gante, a furniture store, was 
shuttered after owner Oscar 
Stevens saw his business drop 
90 per cent. 
"Everybody was saying, ‘be 
optimistic,’” said Stevens, who 
had weathered other slumps in 
the 12 years he operated El Gi- 
gante. “ I saw empty streets 
and I couldn't feel it in my 
heart. I told my wife we were 
going to have to start from 
scratch.” 
Stevens 
headed 
65 
miles 
north to set up shop in Tucson 
but the situation was not much 
brighter. 
Mexican 
students, 
their U.S. educations suddenly 
costing them 30 per cent to 40 
per cent more, were dropping 
out of Pina College and the 
University of Arizona 
Tucson 
department 
stores 
that had served Mexican cus­ 
tomers for decades saw them 
no more. Merchants there put a 
$30 million figure on their lost 
business. 
There 
were 
some 
pluses 
American manufacturers with 
twin plant operations in border 


cities reported savings on pay­ 
rolls for Mexican workers be­ 
cause of the devaluation. Twin 
plant operations involve parts 
manufacturing operations north 
of the border which produce 
items for assembly by cheap 
Mexican labor — now even 
cheaper — south of the border. 
Robert Carrier, head of the 
Twin Plants Manufacturers’ As­ 
sociation in Nogales, said 75 
such firms had realized payroll 
savings of 15 to 20 per cent. 
Bankers and economists on 
both sides of the border said 
that 
the devaluation, 
which 
makes Mexican goods cheaper 
in the world market and dis­ 
courages more expensive im­ 
ports, 
will 
benefit 
Mexico's 
economy over the long run. 
The pace of currency trading 
in Mexico has calmed after im­ 
position of new rules designa­ 
ting major banking chains as 
currency brokers and restric­ 
ting the movement of pesos out 
of the country. 
Nonetheless customs officials 
on the California border report­ 
ed a continuing flight of capital 
from the south 
"Wealthy Mexicans are driv­ 
ing across the line in their cars 
carrying huge amounts of mon­ 
ey for deposit in American 
banks or to be used in Ameri­ 
can investments,” said a cus­ 
toms official in San Ysidro

improvements in water, sewers 


Residents are concerned over economy 
of Blytheville if air base closes 


BLYTHEVILLE, Ark -M o st 
residents in this town of 26,000 
don’t 
really 
believe 
that 
Blytheville Air Force Base will 
be closed 
But the belief has been shaken 
by 
recent 
hearings 
and 
speculation about what would 
happen to the area economy if 
the base did close, already has 
been damaging 
The concern began quietly in 
March when the Air Force 
announced plans to close one of 
only 
four 
single-mission 
Strategic Air Command (SAC) 
bases in the United States, and 
sharply reduce personnel at 
another 
The Air Force wants to close 
Kincheloe Air Force Base in 
Michigan and reduce by 83 per 
cent the personnel at Lonng Air 
Force Base in Maine 
It came as no surprise that 
closing the other single-million 
SAC 
b ases—Wurtsmith 
in 
Michigan and Blytheville—were 
listed as alternatives. 
For awhile, residents here 
dismissed the “ threat” to the 
Blytheville installation—with its 
$32 
million 
annual 
payroll—without alarm 
But the public attitude has 
changed since an Air Force- 
sponsored public hearing here in 
October to discuss the base’s 
alternative status Businessmen 
say the resulting speculation has 
d a m a g e d 
B ly th e v ille ’ » 
economy. 
“ It’s kind of strange in a way. 
People aren't what you would 
call afraid of it closing Nobody I 
know thinks it will. They’re 
cautious, and that’s been bad for 
some 
people,” 
said 
one 
businessman 
The real estate and in­ 
vestment business has been the 
most severely affected by the 
speculation, which seemed to 
increase 
following 
studies 
businessmen endorsed to show 
the dramatic impact losmg the 
Air Force base would have on 
the surrounding area 
“ Housing is slow They're not 
moving like they should and it's 
all because of the base talk.” 
said a Blytheville real estate 
agent “ But there’s not a thing 
you can do about it except wait 
for it to blow over, and then 
things will get back to normal.” 
The Air Force, which so far 
has adhered strictly to the 
timetable it announced in March 
for deciding the base issue, has 


said it will make a final decision 
by the end of February. 
So far as proponents of the 
base at Blytheville are con­ 
cerned—and 
that 
includes 
almost everyone here—nothing 
has happened to adversely af­ 
fect the base since the Air Force 
began preparing its draft en­ 
vironmental impact statements 
and holding hearings at each of 
the installations. 
“ People simply want to be 
reassured A lot of it is timing. I 
think its natural that there be 
concern here, but I would hate to 
be pulling for Kincheloe or 
Loring.” said Lee Jones, who 
coordinated 
the 
hearing 
at 
Blytheville. 
Jones, who has worked closely 
with the Chamber of Commerce 
and other groups on behalf of the 
base, also attended the hearings 
in Michigan and Maine 
“ Nothing that I would call 
significant came out of those 
hearings I saw people like those 
here, who want to save their 
local economies, and you can't 
fault anyone for that. 
“ I do feel there’s not much 
danger at all in Blytheville 
losing the air base here You 
have to remember it is not 
directly targeted to close The 
Air Force prefers, obviously, the 
others, and nothing has hap­ 
pened to indicate there will be 
any change,” Jones said. 
Closing the base at Blytheville 
could 
result 
in 
economic 
disaster for the surrounding 
area 
Although the base has 
3,500 
military 
and 
civilian 
personnel, it has a far greater 
number of dependents, and for 
more than 20 years. Blytheville 
has been heavily dependent on 
it. 
The base was constructed in 
1942 at a cost of $10 million 
After World War II ended, it was 
used as a municipal airport for 
several 
years 
before 
being 
reactivated in the 1950’s 
Without the Air Force base, 
experts say the following would 
happen 
Blytheville would suffer a 
direct 25 per cent population loss 
because the base is within the 
city’s corporate limits, not to 
mention the spinoff effect it's 
closing would create 
Unemployment would exceed 
25 per cent 
A plunge in real estate value 
that experts say would take 
years to recover and estimated 


39 per cent of the housing in 
Blytheville 
and 
neighboring 
Gosnell—located 
beside 
the 
base—would be vacant, with the 
likelihood of many foreclosures 
and repossessions 
A 50 per cent drop in retail 
sales Blytheville’s auto dealers 
estimate they would lose $13 
million annually, for example. 
Gosnell public schools, where 
most 
base 
children 
attend 
classes, would stand to lose 1,000 
of its 1,600 pupils. 
The town erf Gosnell, which 
has a population of 2,100 would 
be largely abandoned, city of­ 
ficials fear 
Despite all that, few believe 
Blytheville is in any danger, at 
least for the time being 
“ A lot of this has been rumors, 
and there have been some 
politicians, though I won’t say 
all, who haven't helped. Making 
like they're going to save it 
singlehandedly, when nobody 
has said they're going to take it 
In the first place," said a 
Blytheville businessman 
Although not 
proposing to 
close the base, the Air Force 
lists closing it as a first alter­ 
native to reducing Loring, and 
closing Wursmirth as a second 
alternative. 
In the proposal to close Kin­ 
cheloe, closing Wurtsmith is 
considered the first alternative 
and closing Blytheville a second 
option. 
A third alternative which has 
not been ruled out is to close 
none of the bases and explore 
other means of possible savings 
“ My 
personal feeling is 
there’s a good chance that's 
what they will do—not close any 
of them,” Jones said. "It cer­ 
tainly doesn’t appear tome that 
Blytheville will be ” 
Air Force studies indicate
